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'Disappointment' 
at council's beach 
access decision 


CAMPAIGNERS have 
been left feeling “disap¬ 
pointed” after councillors 
voted to take no further 
action against calls to re¬ 
instate public access to 
Castle Cove beach in 
Weymouth. 

Almost 2,000 people 
signed a petition to get 
access reopened to the 
privately owned beach, 
after cracks appeared in 
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the cliff next to steps 
leading to the shore, 
causing officials to close 
the access path three 
months ago. 

Green Party member 
Clare Sutton has been 
heading a campaign to re¬ 
open access to the beach, 
despite reports from the 
Environment Agency that 
repairs and safety works 
to the path could cost 
more than £500,000. 

Speaking to View from 
Weymouth and Portland 
last month, Ms Sutton 
said both local residents 
and visitors to the area 
enjoy the secluded sandy 
beach, off Old Castle 
Road. 


She said: “Many people 
see it as the perfect retreat 
from the crowds that 
gather at Weymouth’s 
main beach.” 

She added: “I have been 
really grateful for the 
support that has gathered 
around the campaign.” 

However, following the 
result at the recent full 
council meeting, Ms Sut¬ 
ton said she was disap¬ 
pointed by councillors’ 
decision to take no fur¬ 
ther action regarding the 
matter. 

She said: “I am incredi¬ 
bly disappointed. Given 
the huge public support 
for this, I honestly 
thought they would get 


all the interested parties 
together to see if we can, 
together, and find a cost- 
effective solution. I made 
a number of what I think 
were very reasonable sug¬ 
gestions, but councillors 
did not respond directly 
to any of them.” 

Addressing the council, 
Ms Sutton put forward a 
number of ideas to regain 
public access to the beach 
including installing steps 
on the other side of the 
existing bridge and seeing 
if access can be gained

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Council hope rates relief scheme 
will breathe new life in to town 


MOVES to encourage businesses to take over empty 
shops and breathe new life into Weymouth and Port¬ 
land have been backed by councillors. 

Weymouth and Portland Borough Council agreed 
that businesses should get money off their rates if they 
move into shops that have been empty for more than 
a year. 

It is hoped that the introduction of Business Rates 
Reoccupation Relief, which was approved by the bor¬ 
ough council’s management committee on June 10th, 
will attract new businesses and jobs to the area. 

Councillor Colin Huckle, Weymouth and Portland 


Borough Council finance and assets briefholder, said: 
“We are very keen to do all we can to support local 
businesses as they are the lifeblood of our communi¬ 
ties. 

“We want to help revitalise our town centre and the 
shops of our borough and I am very pleased we can 
help them.” 

Under the Government-funded scheme, businesses 
that qualify will be given a 50 per cent discount on 
their rates for 18 months. 

Business Rates Reoccupation Relief will be avail¬ 
able to businesses that move into previously long term 


empty premises, which were mainly used for retail be¬ 
fore they closed down. 

In order to qualify, traders will need to have moved 
in between April 1 st 2014 and March 31 st 2016. How¬ 
ever, it will not be available to all businesses. Among 
those not qualifying will be betting shops, pay day 
loan companies and pawn brokers.

Man sentenced to six years for drug ring involvement 


A MAN from Weymouth has been sen¬ 
tenced to six year’s imprisonment for his 
part in a drugs ring operating across 
Dorset. 

Stewart Davidson, 29, from Weymouth, 
was sentenced along with five others from 
across Dorset, for his involovement in a 


drugs ring. He pleaded guilty to one count 
of conspiring to supply a class A drug be¬ 
fore the trial. 

The six men were arrested in October and 
November 2012 following an extensive in¬ 
vestigation led by Dorset Police’s Major 
Crime Team. The investigation unveiled a 


comprehensive conspiracy to supply a 
class A drugs across the county of Dorset. 

The arrests were carried out under Oper¬ 
ation Ace which was set up in September 
2012 to investigate a group suspected of 
supplying controlled drugs and this 
brought about the conviction of these men.

via a privately owned slipway. 

Ms Sutton said: “It would cost 
them [the council] virtually noth¬ 
ing to look again at the stability of 
the top half of the path, the plan 
put to the council for a much 
cheaper new bridge, and possible 
use of the existing slipway. 

“Not a single one of our local 
councillors in Weymouth East or 
Weymouth West was even willing 
to say, ‘let’s look into these sug¬ 
gestions’. 

“More than anything, I com¬ 
pletely fail to understand how they 
could show such disdain for the 
1,850 people who signed the peti¬ 
tion. They had all clearly decided 
what they were going to do before 
I spoke.” 


A council report submitted for 
discussion at the meeting stated the 
beach could in fact still be ac¬ 
cessed by the public, albeit via the 
unstable slope or by boat or low 
tide. It highlighted that there was 
no funding available to pay for 
temporary steps, which could cost 
in the region of £25,000, and that 
alternative path routes were not 
considered acceptable by the 
landowner. 

Ms Sutton was also informed that 
the land was unstable and privately 
owned and there was little the 
council could do. 

Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council Environment and Sustain¬ 
ability Briefholder Ian Roebuck 
said: “Councillors listened care¬ 
fully to the petitioners and under¬ 


stand that people have used this 
private beach for many years and 
have happy memories of the time 
spent there. 

“However, replacing the steps to 
the beach would be fruitless unless 
the surrounding land was sta¬ 
bilised. That land is neither owned, 
nor controlled by the borough 
council and attempts by officers to 
persuade the owners to pay for the 
necessary works have been unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

“Experts say the cost of such 
work would be somewhere in the 
order of £500,000. The owners say 
they cannot afford that and we are 
advised that a government grant is 
unlikely to be available. 

“On that basis, councillors de¬ 
cided to take no further action.”

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Cyclist assaulted on cycle path 

OFFICERS in Weymouth are appealing for witnesses 
and anyone with information to come forward after 
an assault on the Rodwell Trail.

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Consultation on how 
to deal with offenders 


DORSET Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn 
Underhill has launched a three month consultation 
to give people a greater say in how anti-social be¬ 
haviour and low level crime is dealt with in the 
county. 

The recent Anti-social Behaviour, Crime and Polic¬ 
ing Act places a statutory duty on all PCCs to de¬ 
velop a list of “Community Remedies”. From this 
autumn, victims will be able to select the punishment 
for the offender from a menu of options. 

Community Remedies are likely to include meas¬ 
ures such as repairing damage to property, cleaning 
up graffiti or receiving a punishment proportionate 
to the crime. Victims can also ask the offender direct 
questions, mediate or receive an apology. By bring¬ 
ing together the offender with the victim of their 
crime, it’s hoped they will better understand the im¬ 
pact of their actions. Community Remedy is a way 
of delivering justice without going through the tra¬ 
ditional court process. 

In addition to the online survey, the Dorset Office 
of the Police and Crime Commissioner will also be 
holding a number of focus groups to consult com¬ 


munities on what they’d like to see on the list of 
Community Remedies. The first focus group will 
take place in Wareham, June 24th. 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn 
Underhill said: “Community Remedies give victims 
a greater voice and puts them at the heart of punish¬ 
ment for offenders. I want to consult as many people 
as possible over the next few months so I can collect 
a wide range of views 

“Last year there were 29,436 recorded incidents of 
anti-social behaviour in the county. Community res¬ 
olution benefits the victim in gaining closure on the 
incident and helps the offender to break the cycle of 
crime.” 

“I am passionate about victim care - this is some¬ 
thing the people of Dorset have been asking for and 
victims want this option as an alternative to the court 
process.”

Police crackdown on domestic abuse 


DORSET Police have announced 
that there will be additional spe¬ 
cially-trained officers dedicated 
to victims and those who commit 
domestic abuse for the duration 
of the World Cup. 

From Friday, June 13th to Sun¬ 
day, July 13th, officers will be 
conducting extra reassurance vis¬ 
its to high-risk victims to ensure 
they continue to be safe. 

Police will be targeting serial 
perpetrators of domestic abuse 
and ensuring effective safeguard¬ 
ing measures are put in place in 
relation to children and vulnera¬ 
ble adults. 

Known offenders of domestic 
abuse can expect to receive a po¬ 
lice visit to ensure they are abid¬ 
ing by any special conditions or 
court orders. Along with robust 
monitoring, officers will also be 
providing a response to any re¬ 
ported incidents. 

Detective Inspector Richard 


Dixey said: “We are determined 
to support victims in reporting 
these crimes and make sure those 
who inflict abuse are brought to 
justice. This is a priority for 
Dorset Police. 

“Along with our own experi¬ 
enced and specially-trained offi¬ 
cers who investigate these 
offences, we also work in close 
partnership with other support 
agencies who can also offer sup¬ 
port, advice and guidance.” 

Dorset Police receives on aver¬ 
age 700 reports of domestic 
abuse per month across the 
county. Reported incidents of do¬ 
mestic abuse tend to increase 
when major sporting tournaments 
take place. 

Dorset Police have extra powers 
through the recently introduced 
Domestic Violence Protection 
Notices and Orders, to bar a sus¬ 
pected perpetrator of domestic vi¬ 
olence from contacting a victim 


and stop them returning to a vic¬ 
tim’s home. 

Members of the public can also 
apply to the police on 101 under 
the Domestic Violence Disclosure 
Scheme (Clare’s Law) for a dis¬ 
closure on a suspected offender’s 
past history known as the “right to 
ask”. 

The scheme is for anyone in an 
intimate relationship regardless of 
gender. 

Anybody can make an enquiry, 
but information will only be given 
to someone at risk or a person in 
a position to safeguard the victim. 

Partner agencies can also re¬ 
quest disclosure is made of an of¬ 
fender’s past history where it is 
believed someone is at risk of 
harm. This is known as “right to 
know”.

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Schools celebrate £10,000 reading grant 


TEACHERS and students are cele¬ 
brating the news that three schools 
on the same campus in Broadwey, 
Weymouth, are to benefit from the 
award of a £10,000 grant to fund an 
accelerated reading programme. 

Wey Valley, Wyvern Academy 
and St Nicholas & St Laurence Cof 
E VA schools all use the learning 
resource centre at Wey Valley 
School, which will receive new ma¬ 
terials as a result of the grant from 
The Foyle Foundation and The As¬ 
pect Trust. 

Eileen Glynn, learning resource 
centre manager at Wey Valley, 
spearheaded the successful joint bid 
which will be spent both on con¬ 
ventional reading materials and 


Kindle e-readers. 

Rob Cole, Wey Valley’s finance 
and business manager, said: “Com¬ 
petition for funding from The Foyle 
Foundation, which provided £7,000 
of the total, is very strong, and only 
a minority of the applications sub¬ 
mitted are approved. 

“Eileen Glynn put together a re¬ 
ally well-argued case to show what 
an important difference the money 
could make to developing reading 
skills and we are indebted to her.” 

The application focused on the 
needs of pupils in the last two years 
of primary and the first two years of 
secondary education, and the grant 
will enable the schools to better 
support their crucial transition into 


senior school. 

Helen Williams, head of St 
Nicholas and St Laurence, said: 
“The bid will make a real difference 
to all of our children including the 
very gifted and talented pupils in 
our school.” 

Sue Hoxey, head of Wyvern 
Academy, a specialist school for 
children with disabilities, said: 
“The money will allow us to give 
them access to a wider range of 
reading material, as well as com¬ 
puter-based quizzes so that we can 
check their understanding of what 
they’ve read.” 

The three schools came together 
to form The Aspect Trust in 2009, a 
co-operative trust whose underlying 


principles are to improve the qual¬ 
ity of teaching and learning across 
the campus and to improve educa¬ 
tional standards for all learners, es¬ 
pecially in English and Maths. 

The Aspect Trust provided £3,000

Villages to get superfast broadband 


TEN thousand homes and businesses in 
dozens of villages around the Weymouth 
and Dorchester areas will have access to 
fast fibre broadband by Christmas. 

It is hoped It will provide a boost for 
rural business and allow better access for 
homes, many of which now want to use 
multiple devices at the same time. 

But while many will get the faster serv¬ 
ice, if they pay extra, there will still be 
parts of some villages and entire areas 
which will have to wait even longer. 

While most of Crossways will get the 
better service, approximately half the vil¬ 
lage will have to wait beyond 2016. A 
similar situation applies to Martinstown 
and the Puddletown area. 

Cerne Abbas and the Piddle Valley vil¬ 
lages, Beaminster and Burton Bradstock 
are not scheduled for improvement until 
at least 2015. 

The new areas, announced at an event in 
Frampton Village Hall on Monday 
evening will mean that by the end of this 
year the Superfast Dorset programme will 
have created the potential for 20,000 local 
homes to get fibre broadband. 

So far Dorset councils have pledged 
£10.75 million of council taxpayers 


money to the Superfast project with BT 
and other partners putting in an additional 
£22.3 million. 

Project leaders say that without the in¬ 
vestment from the public purse 80,000 
homes across Dorset would not have ac¬ 
cess to higher speeds. 

BT programme manager Grant Munn 
said on Monday that the new phase of the 
project will include work in the exchange 
areas of Abbotsbury, Dorchester, Maiden 
Newton, Martinstown, Preston, Puddle- 
town, Upwey and Warmwell. 

A new map was unveiled at the event to 
show all the areas where fibre services 
will be available by Christmas and where 
the project plans to go next year. The in¬ 
teractive map is available at www.dorset- 
fory ou .com/superfast 

The Fibre to the Cabinet (FTTC) tech¬ 
nology being used in the second phase can 
deliver download speeds of up to 80Mbps 
and upload speeds of up to 20Mbps 
through fibre running to a fibre optic 
street cabinet. 

According to regulator Ofcom, the av¬ 
erage download speed in Dorset is 
10.9Mbps although many areas will be 
running at less than 2Mbps.

A total rethink is needed 


WARNING after warning has gone unheeded 
and now the dangers predicted for Wey¬ 
mouth’s new traffic light system are starting 
to happen. 

The town’s previous network of round¬ 
abouts did grind to a halt at peak summer pe¬ 
riods but worked well enough for the rest of

the year, yet authorities drunk on an Olympic 
cocktail of work they crowed was cramming 
20 years of “improvements” into a single 
year ripped all the roundabout out and put a 
widely hated traffic light system in its place. 

So those same authorities shouldn’t be too 
surprised that drivers who dislike spending 
more than two entire days of their life each 
year stuck in their cars waiting for the new 
system’s lights to change are trying to cut 
down on that time. 

The result is seeing thousands of drivers 
hurl their cars over the lights on yellow or 
even red, sometimes barely getting across 
before the next queue of drivers roars across 
the junction. 

Police have already warned about the 
“racetrack” mentality the system is produc¬ 
ing and it all came to a head with the first 
real burst of summer season traffic. 

Drivers leaving town across the Swannery 
Bridge and waiting at the lights to cross over 
in to Abbotsbury Road found angry drivers 
coming down Weymouth Way were jumping 
the lights in a frustrated attempt to get in to 
Westwey Road. 

But traffic was backed up from the Boot 


Hill-Asda lights so they suddenly found 
themselves forced to a halt in the middle of 
the Abbotsbury Road junction which meant 
waiting traffic couldn’t move an inch even 
when lights turned to green. 

A few conciliatory waves and sheepish 
grins did little to cool tempers and the situa¬ 
tion climaxed with blocked motorists actu¬ 
ally having to drive towards Weymouth Way 
to inch their way round those cars blocking 
the way forward who had come on to the 


junction without first checking they could get 
off it. 

If it sounds a bit snarled up then imagine 
what it was like being a driver in the middle 
of it! 

Surely there must now be a total rethink on 
the system, a good start being to force the 
Brains Trust responsible for the lights system 
to actually spend a busy day experiencing it. 
They might then accept it isn’t working al¬ 
though I doubt it. 


More than you 
think need help 

THE work of the Salvation Army is leg¬ 
endary, but it also underlines just how im¬ 
portant they are in Weymouth as a 
community lifeline. 

The other day I was chatting with Salva¬ 
tion Army members and it emerged they 
cook and serve a regular Tuesday night hot 
meals to people living rough on the streets 
of Weymouth. 

Commendable support for a few of soci¬ 
ety’s unfortunates, I hear you say, well there 
are a lot more “unfortunates” than you 
might think. I’m told that they recently 
served a staggering total of 73 such meals 
in just half an hour while 60 meals is com¬ 
mon. That’s an awful lot of people living 
rough on the streets, a lot more than even I 
thought might be out there. 

The Salvation Army’s only source of rev¬ 
enue to pay for all this is the generosity of 
its members, what they can raise from cof¬ 
fee mornings and some food generously 
chipped in by local supermarkets, so any¬ 
thing readers can do to help them with this 
work can be taken along to the regular 
Thursday morning coffee mornings in the 
Citadel at Westham Road.

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MP welcomes drop 
in unemployment 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has 
welcomed news that unemployment in 
the area has fallen below one per cent, 
but called for more to be done to “raise 
the profile” of rural communities. 

The Minister said there were “grounds 
for optimism” across the South West, 
and that he hoped other parts of the 
country would “follow the lead” of West 
Dorset and move towards full employ¬ 
ment. 

Writing in a post on his web site, Mr 
Letwin said: “I cannot remember the 
last time this happened - but it was cer¬ 
tainly a very long time ago, and it is 
wonderful that we are now, locally, get¬ 
ting to within a whisker of full employ¬ 
ment. 

“I hope that, now the economic recov¬ 
ery has properly set in, we will see more 
and more of the country following West 
Dorset’s lead and moving towards full 
employment. 

“Of course we still need to do much 
more to stimulate the growth of jobs that 
are well-paid and rewarding in more 
ways than just financially. 

“It is very reassuring that the great bulk 
of the jobs created in the last few years 
have been full-time rather than part-time, 
but we also need to ensure that the full¬ 
time jobs are really good jobs which will 


encourage people to remain in the South 
West and in West Dorset.” 

Mr Letwin reserved specific praise for 
the project to regenerate Bridport’s Lit¬ 
erary and Scientific Institute, plans for 
which were unveiled last week.

He added: “I think we need to do more 
to raise the profile of the more rural parts 
of Dorset as a place where businesses of 
many types can flourish and can provide 
highly skilled and highly paid jobs. 

“This is one of the reasons why I am 
so enthusiastic about projects like the re¬ 
vival of the Literary and Scientific Insti¬ 
tute in Bridport - and it is also why I 
think we need to find more ways of en¬ 
abling businesses like those on the 
Granby Industrial Estate or the Gore 
Cross Industrial Estate to locate in West 
Dorset. 

“I sometimes get the feeling that there 
are people in West Dorset who doubt 
whether encouraging these sorts of 
world-class businesses to establish them¬ 
selves locally is compatible with pre¬ 
serving the tranquility and beauty of our 
countryside and of our lovely rural 
towns. But I think there are actually 
very good grounds to be optimistic about 
this, too.”

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Lottery funding to display Bankes family history

T HE Dorchester- 
based Dorset 
History Centre 
has received support 
from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund for its plans to 
allow better access to 
items relating to the 
Bankes family of 
Kingston Lacy. 

The project aims to 
catalogue the archive of 
the Bankes family, for¬ 
mer owners of Corfe 
Castle and Kingston 
Lacy, which spans 700 
years. 

Working with the Na¬ 
tional Trust and the 
Priest’s House Museum 
in Wimborne, the proj¬ 
ect will also include a 
range of activities to en¬ 
gage with audiences 
through exhibitions, 
volunteer engagement 
and schools learning. 

The centre has been 
given £23,500 to help 
the it develop its plans 
with its partners and 
then to apply for a full 
grant in 2015. 

The archive pre-dates 
the Bankes’ purchase of 
Corfe Castle in 1635 
and the project will cat¬ 
alogue the 800 boxes of 
historical information, 


conserving some of its 
fragile contents and 
digitising a range of im¬ 
portant documentation. 

The archive references 
hundreds of properties 
and thousands of people 
who lived and died 
within the orbit of the 
Bankes dynasty. The 
papers of William John 
Bankes, most prominent 
of the family include su¬ 
perb drawings charting 
his early 19th Century 
travels in the Middle 
East. He later went into 
exile and organised the 
re-design of Kingston 
Lacy from his home in 
Venice. 

As a result of the proj¬ 
ect, Dorset schools will 
have access to a range 
of historical information 
and, through digital 
technology, the archive 
will also be available to 
the general public. A 
heritage apprentice will 
also be recruited, offer¬ 
ing a young person a de¬ 
tailed insight into the 
management of heritage 
assets. 

Exhibitions are 
planned for a range of 
venues and an oral his¬ 
tory project will record 


the memories of people 
with links to Kingston 
Lacy and the Bankes es¬ 
tates. 

Sam Johnston, County 
Archivist, said: “This is 


a superb opportunity to 
take a remarkable col¬ 
lection of national and 
international importance 
out of its boxes and 
make it relevant to peo¬ 


ple today. It will also 
allow us to create a fan¬ 
tastic learning resource 
for schools so that 
pupils can learn more 
about Dorset’s history.

A dark and moving tragicomedy about the last woman to be 
publicly hanged in Dorset as witnessed by a young Thomas Hardy 


1856. A tale of jealousy and pas¬ 
sion. An ordinary woman and her 
ordinary husband, a hatchet 
grabbed in haste, a murder, an ac¬ 
cused horse, a black silk dress, 
and the mob at the hang-fair who 
gawp in glee.

THE launch of the new BMW M3 Saloon and 
new BMW M4 Coupe heralds the arrival of the 
fifth-generation of the iconic high-perfor¬ 
mance sports car from BMW M. For the first 
time the Coupe and Saloon models receive in¬ 
dividual model names, in deference to the dif¬ 
ferent model series that provide their basis. 

Another first is the adoption of a tur¬ 
bocharged engine for this BMW M model: the 
high-revving, 3.0-litre six-cylinder in-line en¬ 
gine with M Twin Power Turbo technology has 
been specifically developed for this purpose, 
and produces a maximum output of 431 hp. Its 
peak torque of 550Nm is available across a 
very wide rev range starting at just 1,850rpm, 
and exceeds the figure recorded by the outgo¬ 
ing BMW M3 by roughly 40 per cent. In spite 


of this, the new engine also achieves a reduc¬ 
tion in fuel consumption and emissions of 
around 25 percent. 

To maximise dynamic ability and ensure ex¬ 
cellent efficiency, a weight loss of over 80kgs 
has been achieved compared to a comparably 
equipped predecessor model. Specific weight¬ 
saving measures include the increased use of 
lightweight materials: both models now fea¬ 
ture a carbon-fibre reinforced plastic roof. 

BMW M engineers have paid particular at¬ 
tention to the car's aerodynamic performance, 
and incorporated the latest Active M Differen¬ 
tial amongst numerous other technical high¬ 
lights. During the development process the 
engineers worked closely with BMW Motor- 
sport's professional racing drivers, with exten¬ 


sive testing and set-up work carried out on the 
Nurburgring Nordschleife circuit. 

The balance of the overall concept: high 
power, low weight, driving pleasure. 

The new BMW M3 Saloon and new BMW M4 
Coupe are formed from a host of finely 
blended elements, all working in perfect har¬ 
mony to deliver outstanding performance, 
precision and agility on road and track. 

With the new BMW M3 Saloon and M4 
Coupe, the engineers sought to optimally 
channel the air around the car in the quest for 
ultimate performance, while also ensuring the 
engine, powertrain and brakes receive the req¬ 
uisite cooling. Even when operating under 
heavy loads on the racing circuit. The aggres¬ 
sively styled front apron, smooth under-body 
and the clearly defined lip spoiler at the rear of 
the M3 Saloon (or integrated bootlid spoiler at 
the rear of the BMW M4 Coupe) reduce lift by 
an equal amount at the front and rear axle, to 
the benefit of handling. 

Albert Biermann, Head of Development at 
BMW M GmbH, said: "The way in which we 
channel the inflowing air through the engine 
oil cooler creates a venturi effect, which re¬ 
duces front axle lift and, in so doing, improves 
the steering." 

The Aero Curtain and M side gills, the latter 
with integrated Air Breathers minimise turbu¬ 
lence in the front wheel arches. These ele¬ 
ments, together with the aerodynamically 
optimised side mirrors in familiar M twin-stalk 
style, are not only distinctive design features, 
they also help to reduce drag. 

The new six-cylinder in-line engine: high- 


revving, turbocharged unit combines the 
best of both worlds. 

The new BMW M3 Saloon and new BMW M4 
Coupe mark a return to the classic six-cylinder 
in-line engine configuration, as used on the 
second and third- generations of this iconic 
sports car. 

The new engine sees a slight power upgrade 
over the previous V8 to 431 hp, now delivered 
between 5,500 and 7,300rpm, with maximum 
revolutions set at an unusually high figure for 
a turbocharged engine: 7,600rpm. Peak torque 
has been increased by roughly 40 per cent to 
550Nm, and is maintained over a very wide rev 
range (1,850-5,500rpm). The standard sprint 
from 0-62mph takes both cars just 4.3 seconds 
with manual transmission, or just 4.1 seconds 
with the optional M DCT, while the top speed 


is 155mph (electronically limited). The new 
powerplant also boasts excellent fuel econ¬ 
omy: the combined consumption in the EU 
cycle is as high as 34mpg and C02 emissions 
are as low as 194g/km, an improvement of 
more than 25 per cent over the previous 
model's figures. Regulated pollutant emissions 
are EU6-compliant. 

The M TwinPower Turbo technology com¬ 
prises two fast-responding mono- scroll tur¬ 
bochargers, High-precision direct injection, 
VALVETRONIC variable valve timing and Dou- 
ble-VANOS continuously variable camshaft 
timing. VALVETRONIC and Double-VANOS 
work in tandem to seamlessly control intake 
valve lift. The result is a smooth and efficient 
power delivery, with very sharp response and 
reduced fuel consumption and emissions.
